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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is responsive to the papers filed on 1 1 -1 4-02. The information 
disclosure statement filed on 11 -14-02 has been considered. Claims 53-74 are 
pending. 



Reissue Applications

In a second mode, a 
second current between a first node and a second node of a series-connected 
complementary MISFETs is smaller than that of in a first mode when the voltage 
between the gate and the source of one of the p-channel and n-channel MISFETs is 0 
volts.
